Besides being active in his professional affiliations, Bud was active in 
several fraternal organizations - the Maine Funeral Directors Association, 
the National Funeral Directors Asociation, and had served as the President 
of the state association. He was also active in the King Hiram Masonic Lodge 
of Dixfield, the Scottish Rite Bodies of Lewiston, the Kora Temple Shrine of 
Lewiston, the Swassey- Torrey American Legion Post of Dixfield, the Morton- 
Ellis Post V.F.W. of Dixfield, the Rumford Elks, the Dixfield Lions Club, and 
the Mt. Sugarloaf Grange of Dixfield. 


As a member of the community, Bud served for many years as the 
town's Health Officer and Sealer of Weights and Measures. He was a 
member of the Dixfield Budget Committee and served three decades on the 
Dixfield Fire Company as the Medical Director. 


Bud, your support during our times of loss was greatly appreciated. 
Your community involvement was always recognized as a great asset. For 
the many, many hours of service to our town, we thank you. May we always 
look towards your memory with great respect. You will be missed.

It is an honor to be your representative in the 113th Maine 
Legislature and I hope that you will contact me whenever I can 
be of service to you. 


I am pleased to have been appointed to the new 13 member Joint 
Standing Committee on Economic Development. We are working closely 
with the new Administration in Augusta in developing a comprehensive 
and workable long range economic development plan that will address 
all sections of Maine and include consideration of such items 

as job training and re-training, day care, enterprise zones, 

and improvement of our primary road system.

TOWN MANAGER’S LETTER 


It is with pleasure that | submit this 
report to you covering the activities and 
financial condition of the town during the 
year ending December 31, 1986. 


The year started off with the absence 
of a Town Manager. During the month of 
January, Vickie Cross and Charlotte 
Palmer spent their time doubling as the 
_ backbones of the town as well as filling the 
shoes of the Town Manager. To no one’s 
_ surprise, they produced excellence, both 

| “in quality and quantity — they are two of 
James A. Bennett the many assets that this community has.

February 3rd saw the appointment of myself as your new Town 
Manager, replacing Donald L. Willard, Jr., who has taken a similar position in 
Rockport. Although this may not come as new information to the majority of 
you, | do wish to express my sincere appreciation to Don for the vast and 
often unseen job of revamping the internal structure of the office. Without his 
excellent accomplishments, 1986 could not have been as progressive as it 
was. 


During the year, two very significant events occurred. Through the 
wisdom ofthe voters at Town Meeting, the progressive attitudes of the Board 
of Selectmen and Finance Committee, and the administration's guidance, 
the town has taken the necessary steps to correct a cash flow problem. The 
Annual Town Meeting voted to align the town’s fiscal year with the state and 
school system, i.e., July 1st through June 30th. This first step will provide 
financial freedom from the necessary evil of tax anticipation notes. Although 
money was originally budgeted for tax anticipation notes, the town operated 
without the necessity of borrowing money. It certainly is with a great amount 
of pleasure and pride that | report such an event. A short, three years ago, the 
town borrowed $400,000 in order to keep the office running until tax money 
came in. 


These two changes are probably the most important items of the 1986 
highlights. 
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Continuing with the trend of progressive, cost-effective, and informed 
decision-making, the Board of Selectmen endorsed several other changes. 
One major change involved the presentation of a detailed, line-item budget 
from the Town Manager and department heads. This line-item budget was 
also presented to the Finance Committee. Along with the line-item budget, 
the budget was also presented in a ‘gross budgeting” format instead of a 
“net budgeting.” At town meeting, you will be asked to vote on total 
expenditure lines. Previous town meetings allowed the allocation of 
revenues towards purchases above and beyond the money allocated at 
town meeting. The change will insure that you, the voters, upon recom- 
mendations from the respective boards, will have the final say in expenditure 
amounts. 


The year saw the reorganization and establishment of a much more 
aggressive investment procedure. Going from weekly to daily deposits, 
using acash management system to keep all cash into investment accounts 
daily, and utilizing the safest, highest paying instruments allowed by state 
statute, returned $11,907.58 on the town’s money in 1986. Given several 
circumstances, including a declining interest rate, | feel the system has been 
very profitable. 


During the year, the General Assistance Program (Welfare) was 
changed to comply with state statutes. The audits performed by the 
Department of Human Services found the program to be in compliance for 
the first time in a number of years. 


The 1985 Town Report was awarded an “Award in Excellence’ from the 
Maine Municipal Association’s Town Report Competition. This is the first 
time in over thirty years that the town has received an award for their Town 
Report. Again, Charlotte and Vickie should be given credit for their work on 
the project. 


Fire Chief, Oscar Robbins, became somewhat of a local press celebrity 
during 1986. The Board of Selectmen nominated Oscar for the Maine 
Municipal Association’s “Ethel Kelley Memorial Award”, the most pres- 
tigious award given by that organization. Although he was not selected, we 
are certain that Oscar’s dedication and devotion to the community gave the 
winner a run for his money. 


Speaking of awards, the Board of Selectmen established the 
“Employee of the Year Award,” and named it the “James F. Convery 
Award,’ in respectto the many years of Jim’s volunteer work and devotion to 
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the community. The winner receives an additional week's, paid vacation. 
The first recipient of the award was Charlotte M. Palmer, Treasurer. 


The Gleichman property continued to be an issue in 1986. The Planning 
Board voted to allow the apartment complex to be built on the former 
Grammar School Lot. Such vote came as a result of the Superior Courts 
decision to mandate a new hearing. Without the proper zoning ordinances. it 
is extremely hard to protect the investments each of you have made in your 


property. 


Another change that has been received with many pleasurable smiles 
includes the re-registration of automobiles here in the office. The small fee 
charged eliminates the trip to the Division of Motor Vehicles in Mexico. 


The final, major event that has great significance is the retirement of Lee 
E. Oliver, Public Works Director. He stepped down to pursue his endeavors 
in theology, and his expertise will be hard to replace. We wish him the very 
best. 


As we enter 1987, the Board of Selectmen and | see several issues that 
will be faced during the next year. As prices and demands grow, the revenue 
sources have diminished. Whereas 1986 saw 65% of the total budget 
financed from taxation, 1987 will see 75% of that budget financed from 
property taxes. This is of great concern. Important decisions will have to be 
made to continue to provide the services you demand at the prices you are 
willing to pay. 


Another area of concern that | have expressed to the board is the 
negligence of the infrastructure of the town. We have some roads that are in 
very, very poor shape. We also have roads that are in fairly good shape now, 
but that should be resurfaced in order to save the costs of re-construction in 
the future. Again, this is a decision that the voters will be faced with. 


A final area of concern is the continued trend of placing mandates on the 
municipality by the federal and state governments. Such legislation is 
placing a greater burden on the property taxpayer. It is without question that, 
in my opinion, significant legislation must occur to relieve the over-burdened 
property taxpayer. 


Finally, in closing, | wish to thank several people who have made my first 
year in this lovely community enjoyable and successful. | must thank the 
Board of Selectmen for their support and backing during the year. | also must 
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mention Norene Clarke, the part-time Chairperson, part-time Vice-Chair- 
person of the Finance Committee for her wisdom during the year. | must also 
thank Chief Rodney “Bing” Cross who seems to always provide an attentive 
ear for ideas. | also wish to thank all of the rest of the employees for their hard 
work and dedication in facing the unique challenges of municipal work. 
However, avery special “thank you” goes to Charlotte and Vickie; they have 
endured the many changes. 


As your Town Manager, | wish to extend a sincere invitation to 
participate in the decisions regarding the running of your town. | am always 
available to hear your concerns and comments. With that comes my 
personal commitment to work to the best of my ability to continue to make 
Dixfield one of the best kept secrets in Maine — a great place to live.

Since the 1986 Town Report, the Dixfield Finance Committee has 
undergone some internal changes, not the least of which were the changes 
in chairmen. Following the 1986 Annual Town Meeting Paul Burhans was 
elected chairman, Norine Clarke, vice-chairman, and Margery Blonder, 
secretary.

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REPORT OF PARK COMMISSION 


Harlow Park, Marble Memorial Park, and McGouldrick Park are in 
reasonably good condition. We have completed many tasks in all three 
parks, but there seems to be a never-ending list of new projects that need 
attention. 


The following describes some of the projects that have been completed, 
or are nearly complete: 


HARLOW PARK: The benches in the dugouts were painted, and a few 
boards in the bleachers were replaced.

spring. 


MARBLE MEMORIAL PARK: The bleachers were painted, and the 
back-stop poles and wire were replaced 


McGOULDRICK PARK: We have acquired five picnic tables; one of 
them was donated by Carl Austin. The warming hut was painted. There was 
a well-attended “Community Clean-Up Day.” We organized a “Kids Craft 
and Game Days’ with about 25 children participating. Anew baby swing was 
made and donated by John Dyke.

The remaining work will be 
done early this spring. There have been six horseshoe pit boarders built and 
will be installed in the spring.

This is also 
planned to be completed in the spring.

Financial Reporting Entity 


For financial reporting »urposes, in conformance with N.C.G.A. Statement 3, for 
Town of Dixfield, Maine includes all funds, account groups, and authori- 

ties that are controlled by or dependent on the Town's Executive or legisla- 
tive branches. (The Manager or the Council respectively). Control by or de- 
pending on the Town was determined on the basis of budget adoption, taxing

Summary of Sicnificant Accounting Policies 


The accountirg policies of the Town conform to generally accepted accounting 
principles =nd applicable to governments. The followiry is a summary of the 
more significant policies. 


A. Fund .ccounting 


The accounts of the Town are organized on the + cis of funds or account 
groups, each of which is considered a separate eccounting entity. Each 
fi.id is operated and accounted for with a seperate set of self-balancing 
a counts that comprise its assets, liabilitie,, equities, revenues and 
expenditures. The various funds are grouped by type in the financial 
‘tatements. The following fund types are uved by the Town: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund - the General Fund is the general orerating fund of the 
Town. All general tax revenues and othe. receipts that are not allocated 
by law or contractual agreement to anot ier fund are accounted for in 

this fund. From this fund are paid th- general operating expenditures, 
the fixed charges and the capital improvement costs that are not paid 
through other funds. 


Srscial Revenue Funds - Special F .2nue Funds are used to account for 
t-2 proceeds of specific revenue s i ces (other tr2n special assessments, 
+ pendable trust, or major capital rrojects) requ‘ring separate account- 

ng because of legal or regulator rovisions or 24ministrative action. 
FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust Funds - Trust Funds are used to account for assets received by 
the Town and held in the capac:ty of trustee, custodian or agent.

B. 


Fixed Assets and Long-Term Liabilities 


The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the fixed assets and 
long-term liabilities associated with a fund are determined by its measure- 
ment focus. All governmental funds and fiduciary funds are accounted 

for on a spending or “financial flow" measurement focus. This means 

that only current assets and current liabilities are generally included 

on their balance sheets. Their reported fund balance (net current assets) 
is considered a measure of “available spendable resources". Sovernmen- 
tal fund operating statements present increases (revenues and other fi- 
nancing sources) and decreases (expenditures and other financing uses) 

in net current assets. Accordingly, they are said to oresent a summary of 
sources and uses of “available spendable resources" during a period. 


Fixed assets used in governmental fund type operations (general fixed 
assets) are accounted for in the General Fixed Asset Group, rather than 
in governmental funds. All fixed assets are valued at historical cost 

or estimated historical cost if actual historical cost is not available. 
Donated fixed assets are valued at their estimated fair value on the date 
donated. No depreciation has been provided on general fixed assets. 


Long-term liabilities exvected to be financed from governmental funds 
are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group, not in 
the governmental funds. The account group is not a "fund". It is con- 
cerned only with the reasurement of financial nosition. It is not in- 
volved with measurement of results of operaticns. 


‘Noncurrent portions of long-term receivables due to governmental funds 
are reported on their balance sheets, in spite of their spending measure- 
ment focus. Special reporting treatments are used to indicate, however, 
that they should not be considered "available spendable resources", 

since they do not represent ret current assets. Recognition of govern- 
mental fund type revenues represented by noncurrent receivables is de- 
ferred until they become current receivables. Noncurrent portions of 
long-term receivables are offset by fund balance reserve accounts. 


Basis of Accountina 


Governmental, expendable trust, and agency funds are accounted for on 
the modified accrual basis of acccunting. Governmental and expendable 
trust fund revenues are recognized when received in cash except those 
accruable, which are recorded as receivables when measurable and avail- 
able to Day current-period liabilities. Such revenue items are property 
taxes, and reimbursable-type grants. Expenditures are recognized on 

the accrual basis with the following exceptions that are in conformity 
with generally accepted accounting principles: qeneral long-term obli- 
gations principal and interest are reported only when due, prepaid items 
are reported as current-period expenditures, rather than allocating 
costs to the periods when the items are used; and cost of accumulated 
unpaid vacation and sick leave are reported in the period due and payable 
rather than in the period earned by employees. 
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Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued): 


C. Basis of Accounting (Continued) 


Proprietary, nonexpendable trust, and pension trust funds are accounted 
for on the accrual basis of accounting. Their revenues are recognized 
in the period earned and expenses are recognized in the period incurred. 
Proprietary funds' unbilled services receivable are recognized are reve- 
nue at year end. 


D. Budgetary Accounting 


An operating budget is adopted each fiscal year for the General and 
Special Revenue Funds on the same modified accrual basis used to reflect 
actual revenues and expenditures. Town budgetary control is exercised 
at the department level. 


E. Inventories 


Inventories are stated at the lower of first-in, first-out cost or market. 
The costs of inventory items are recognized as expenditures in governmental 
funds when purchased and as expenses in proprietary funds when used. 


F. Depreciation 


No depreciation is provided on general fixed assets. Depreciation is 
charged to operations of proprietary, nonexpendable trust, and cension 
trust funds over the fixed assets' estimated useful lives using the 
Straight-line method. The following lives are used: 


Building and Improvements 50 - 190 years 
Motor Vehicles and Motorized Equipment 4 - 8 years 
Furniture, Machinery and Equipment ; 4 - 10 years 


G. Reserves and Designations 


Portions of fund equity are segregated for future use, and are therefore 
not available for future appropriation or expenditure. 


Designations of unreserved fund balances in governmental funds indicate 
Town management's tentative plans for use of financial resources in 
a future period. 


H. Grants and Other Intergovernmental Revenues 


Federal grants and assistance awards made on the basis of entitlement 
periods are recorded as intergovernmental receivables and revenues when 
entitlement occurs. Federal reimbursement-type grants for the acaquisi- 
tion of fixed assets of proprietary fund types are recorded as inter- 
governmental receivables and contributed capital when the related expen- 
diture occurs. All other federal reimbursement-type grants are recorded 
as intergovernmental receivables and revenues when the related expendi- 
tures/expenses are incurred. 
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IV. 


Summary of Significant Accounting Policies (Continued): 


I. Interfund Transactions 


During the course of normal operations the Town has numerous transactions 
between funds, including expenditures and transfers of resources to 
provide services, construct assets, and service debt. The accompanying 
financial statements generally reflect such transactions as operating 
transfers. Operating subsidies are also recorded as operating transfers. 
The classification of amounts recorded as subsidies, advances, or equity 
contributions is determined by Town management. 


Fund Balance and REtained Earnings Deficit 
At December 31, 1986 the Enterprise Funds had the following retained earning: 


Water Fund $ 196.94 
Sewer Fund (87,938.78) 


The above deficit will be eliminated by either future appropriation of the 
Town's revenues or increased user charges. 


Property Taxes 


The Town's property taxes were levied on July 14, 1986, on the assessed valua- 
tion of property location in the Town as of April 1, 1986. Assessed values are 
established annually by the Town at an estimated 100% of current market value. 
Real estate property in the Town for the 1986 levy was assessed at 
$31,223,300.900 and personal property taxes at $1,710,950.00. These represent 
100% of estimated current value. The Town's operating tax rate is currently 
.020 mills. Taxes are due on November 3, 1986, and are delinquent after that 
date. Revenues from property taxes, however, are recognized when they 

become both measurable and available. Accordingly, those receivables 
collected during the year and during the sixty day period immediately fol- 
lowing December 31, 1986, are recognized as revenues for the year. Receiva- 
bles estimated to be collectible subsequent to the sixty day period, are 
reflected as deferred revenues.

Accumulated Unoaid Employee Benefits 


Sick leave shall accrue at the rate of (1) work day for each full calendar 
month of service, cumulative to a maximum of (90) working days. 


Sick leave may be used only in the following case: personal illness or physical 
incapacity of such a degree as to render the employee unable to perform the 
duties of his position, unless the employee is capable of other work in his 
division and assigned to such other work. : 


If requested, the employee shall furnish the selectmen with a certificate 
from his attending physician after five consecutive days of use. 


Absences for a fraction or part of a day that are chargeable to sick leave 
in accordance with this section, shall be charged proportionately in an amount 
not smaller than (43) day. 


Sick leave usage shall be recorded regularly on the payroll. 

The selectmen shall review all sick leave records periodically and shall inves- 
tigate any cases which indicate abuse of the privilege. Willful abuse of 

the sick leave privilege shall be cause for dismissal. 

Employees are eligible for tiorkmen's Compensation for a service-connected 
injury and may elect to take earned sick leave in addition to compensation 


to the extent that it provides full regular pay, and to the extent of the 
earned sick leave credit.

Employees may take no more than (2) consecutive weeks at any one time. 


An employee, upon resigning, will be entitled to any unused vacation cay due 
him. 


Vacations are not cumulative from year to year, but must be taken during the 
calendar vear. 


When two or more vacation requests conflict, preference in time of vacation 
shall be given to the employee with the most seniority. 


An employee shall not be allowed to work and be paid double his usual wage 
during his vacation period, unless approved by the Selectmen. 


Vacation weeks shall correspond with calendar weeks, unless otherwise approved 
by the Selectmen. 


All vacation requests must be approved by the Selectmen.

Comments on Compliance and Internal Control 


I have examined combined financial statements of the Town of Dixfield for the 
year ended December 31, 1986, and have issued my report thereon dated February 6, 
1987. As part of my examination, I made a study and evaluation of the system of 
internal accounting control of the Town of Dixfield to the extent I considered 
necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted auditing 
standards and the standards for financial and compliance audits contained in the 


U.S. General Accounting Office Standards for Audit of Governmental Organizations, 
Programs, Activities and Functions. For the purposes of this report, I have 
classified the significant internal accounting controls into the categories of 
billings, receivables, cash receipts, purchasing and receiving, accounts payable, 
cash disbursements, payroll, inventory control, property and equipment and general 
ledger. My study included all of the control categories listed above. The purpose 
of my study and evaluation was to determine the nature, timing and extent of the 
auditing procedures necessary for expressing an opinion on the Town's financial 
statements. My study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to 


express an opinion on the system of internal accounting control taken as a whole or 
on any of the categories of controls identified above. 


The management of the Town is responsible for establishing and maintaining a 
system of internal accounting control. In fulfilling this responsibility, estimates 
and judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and related 
costs of control procedures. The objectives of a system are to provide management 
with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that assets are safeguarded against 
loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and that transactions are executed in 
accordance with management's authorization and recorded properly to overmit the 
preparation of financial statements. 


Because of the inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting 
control, errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, 
projection of any evaluation of the system to future periods is subject to the risk 
that procedures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the 
degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 


My study and evaluation, made for the limited purpose described in the first 
Paragrapn, would not necessarily disclose all material weaknesses in the system. 
Accordingly, I do not express an ovinion on the system of internal accounting 
control of the Town taken as a whole, or on any of the categories identified in the 
first paragraph. However, my study and evaluation disclosed no condition that I 
believe to be a material weakness. 


This report is intended solely for the use of the management of the Town of 
Dixfield, the Office of Revenue Sharing and other associated federal organizations 
and should not be used for any other purpose.
